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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  trustees  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  submit  the  annual 
report  for  1973,  their  ninety-seventh  report. 

The  year  1973  was  a  year  of  growth  and  expansion  of  library 
facilities  and  service.  The  year  1973  was  also  a  year  of  change  in  the 
library  with  the  retirement  of  Joan  M.  Lamson  and  the  arrival  of  the 
new  librarian,  Michael  Grazier. 

Library  use  and  circulation  continued  to  increase  in  1973.  Added  to 
the  library’s  circulation  of  23,951  are  the  deposits  to  the  North  Shore 
Community  Club,  books  borrowed  through  the  inter-library  loan 
service,  and  loans  to  the  schools  making  the  total  circulation  figure 
24,798.  262  new  borrowers  were  registered. 

Added  to  the  library’s  collection  were  1,301  new  titles,  and  the 
collection  was  supplemented  by  the  loan  of  1,498  titles  borrowed  from 
the  regional  bookmobile  during  its  visits  to  the  library  this  year. 
Individual  requests  for  information  or  books  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
library’s  collection  were  fulfilled  by  the  delivery  of  201  books  through 
the  daily  book  truck  service  of  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  System’s 
interlibrary  loan  service. 

After  years  of  planning  and  frustration  and  the  determination  of  the 
savings  of  renovating  at  library  expense  instead  of  accepting  aid,  the 
major  portion  of  the  trustees’  program  of  renovations  and 
improvements  for  the  library  culminated  in  the  opening  of  the  new 
children’s  room  in  April.  In  the  old  basement  where  there  existed  only 
a  furnace,  there  is  now  a  brightly  decorated  room  where  children  may 
now  listen  to  tape  recordings  or  records,  watch  filmstrips,  read,  or  play 
games  such  as  chess  or  checkers.  This  project  will  be  completed  in  1974 
needing  only  the  acquistion  of  furniture  and  equipment  for  the 
multipurpose  room. 

New  services  this  year  have  also  included  the  initiation  of  a  monthly 
film  program  in  October  which  87  people  have  attended  through 
December.  Also,  new  in  December  is  a  rotating  paperback  book 
collection  through  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  System.

The  children’s  summer  library  program  was  held  from  July  through 
August  and  centered  around  the  creation  of  a  permanent  aquarium  for 
the  children’s  room.  At  the  end  of  the  program,  there  was  a  movie  and 
ice  cream  party  attended  by  more  than  40  children. 


The  library  is  gratified  by  the  response  of  Merrimac  citizens  to  the 
expansion  of  services,  and  wishes  to  express  gratitude  to  all  of  those 
people  who  have  helped  with  donations,  exhibits,  programs,  and 
support  for  the  library.

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REPORT  OF  CENTENNIAL  COMMISSION 
FOR  YEAR  1973 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Good  progress  was  made  this  year  on  plans  for  the  celebration  of 
Merrimac’s  centennial  in  1976.  The  addition  of  Mrs.  Charlotte 
McCarron  to  our  group  during  the  year  has  brought  our  total  number  of 
members  to  seven  and  has  allowed  the  Selectmen  to  designate  us  as 
Merrimac’s  Historical  Commission  as  well  as  the  Centennial 
Commission. 

One  of  the  largest  projects  undertaken  this  past  year  was  the 
duplication  of  original  photographs  of  early  Merrimac  on  35mm  slides. 
At  this  time,  we  have  over  450  such  slides  covering  a  variety  of  places 
and  topics.  Dr.  Sweetsir  has  given  three  public  presentations  of  these 
slides  and  has  provided  a  colorful  narrative.  At  the  slide  programs  given 
at  the  Donahue  School,  in  the  winter,  and  at  the  Town  Hall,  in  the 
spring,  over  one  hundred  people  attended.  In  order  to  make  the  Town 
Hall  auditorium  useable  for  such  a  program,  Mrs.  Evelyn  Calnan  and  a 
team  of  hard  working  helpers  put  in  many  hours  scrubbing  the  floor 
and  cleaning  the  settees.  Many  of  the  pictures  seen  in  the  slide  program 
will  be  included  in  Dr.  Sweetsir’s  pictoral  history  of  Merrimac  which 
should  be  available  by  the  end  of  1974. 

The  restoration  of  the  Landing  School  House  is  now  complete 
except  for  a  few  details  on  the  interior  and  the  necessary  furniture  to 
make  it  a  complete  1857  school  house.  The  commission  would  like  to 
thank  Mr.  Carl  Olson  for  gratuitously  giving  his  time  to  help  with  the 
project  during  the  past  months. 

On  Saturday,  June  9,  1973,  the  Centennial  Commission  sponsored  a 
fund  raising  program  of  events  called  “Old  Merrimac  Day.”  The 
activities  of  the  day  included  a  flea  market  in  front  of  the  Brox 
building,  a  chicken  barbeque  at  the  Pilgrim  Church  grounds,  a  beer 
parlor,  open  house  at  the  Old  Sawyer  House,  an  ice  cream  parlor,  a 
clown  show  for  children  at  Town  Hall,  and  in  the  evening  there  was  a 
block  dance  in  the  square  with  music  provided  by  Mr.  Jack  Shepard. 
The  commission  is  grateful  to  Mr.  Thomas  Tucker  for  his  help  with  the 
children’s  show  and  we  also  extend  a  special  word  of  appreciation  to 
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everyone  who  helped  that  day  by  working  on  the  events  or  by 
attending  the  activities.  Because  of  the  cooperation  of  all,  the  day  was 
very  successful. 

The  die  for  the  commerative  coin  has  been  created.  The  coin,  with 
the  seal  of  Merrimac  on  one  side  and  a  series  of  historical  sketches  on 
the  other  side  created  by  Mrs.  Alice  (McCarron)  Wilcox,  will  be  offered 
to  the  public  before  the  end  of  this  year. 

In  November,  the  Centennail  Commission,  along  with  several  other 
town  groups,  supported  the  plans  of  the  Beautification  Committee  to 
improve  the  appearance  of  the  town  square.  “Project  ’76”,  as  it  is 
called,  would  improve  the  appearance  of  the  center  of  town  by  adding  a 
small  park  and  some  green  plantings.  If  such  a  project  could  be  finished 
by  1976,  this  aspect  of  our  centennial  celebration  could  be  enjoyed  by 
the  citizens  of  Merrimac  for  many  years  to  come. 

On  November  27,  1973,  representatives  of  this  commission  met  with 
the  Salisbury  Historical  Commission  to  discuss  the  possibilities  of  the 
several  area  towns  getting  together  for  a  joint  venture  for  celebrating 
the  Bicentennial  of  the  nation.  Because  Merrimac  will  be  celebrating  her 
100th  year  in  1976  and  the  nation  will  be  celebrating  its  200th,  we 
thought  that  the  two  events  might  be  celebrated,  in  part,  together.  The 
response  and  enthusiasm  has  been  highly  positive  so  far.  The  next 
meeting  of  the  several  towns  involved  is  scheduled  for  February  of 
1974  at  which  time  Merrimac  will  be  the  host. 

The  Centennial  Commission  continues  to  meet  on  the  first  and  third 
Wednesday  evenings  of  each  month.

Following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Streeter  because  of  moving  out  of 
town,  the  joint  Boards  of  Selectmen  and  Health  appointed  Mr.  Norman 
W.  Carleton  to  the  Board  to  fill  Mr.  Streeter’s  unexpired  term. 

Inspection  of  septic  system  installations  for  full  compliance  with  the 
Town  and  State  Sanitary  Codes  are  being  made  by  Mr.  Frederick  Key, 
appointed  Sewage  Inspector  by  the  Board.  Several  recommendations  of 
the  State  Code  have  been  adopted  by  the  Board  as  Town  regulations. 

The  new  fee  schedules  for  both  Disposal  Works  Construction  Permits 
and  Installation  Permits  are  expected  to  bring  in  sufficient  funds  to 
offset  inspection  costs.  In  the  calendar  year  ending  12/31/73,  40  new 
construction  permits  have  been  issued.  The  sum  of  $2900.00  in  permit 
fees  has  been  turned  in  to  the  town  at  an  inspection  cost  of  $918.50, 
but  much  compliance  inspection  work  remains  to  be  done  on  systems 
approved  but  not  yet  under  construction.

Despite  the  Assessors  raising  a  net  increase  of  $453,740.  in  new 
valuation,  the  tax  rate  netted  an  increase  of  $26.20  over  the  previous 
year’s  rate  of  $58.  Reasons  contributing  to  this  all-time  high  jump  are 
record  high  budget  appropriations  caused  by  the  18-month  transitional 
year,  the  lack  of  local  receipts,  less  free  cash,  smaller  appropriations 
from  Light  Department  and  free  cash  to  reduce  the  rate,  combined  with 
no  new  aid  on  the  18  month  Cherry  Sheet. 

An  Act,  providing  a  tax  exemption  for  certain  qualifying  elderly 
persons,  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1964  with  amendments,  allows  an 
exemption  of  $350.  in  taxes  or  $4,000.  in  valuation  whichever  is 
greater.  Under  this  Act,  79  were  exempt  for  a  total  of  $44,321.00  on  a 
valuation  of  $526,381 .16. 

The  Veteran  exemption  was  amended  in  1971  to  allow  under 
General  Laws  Ch.  59,  Sec.  5,  Clause  22  a  flat  exemption  of  $175.  A 
total  of  53  were  exempt  for  a  total  valuation  of  $110,154.67  and 
$9,275.00  in  taxes. 

Widows  exemptions  allowed  under  General  Laws  Ch.  59,  Sec.  5, 
Clause  17  and  18  were  also  allowed  an  exemption  of  $175.  A  total  of  9 
on  a  valuation  of  $18,705.  and  $1,575.  in  taxes  were  allowed 
exemptions. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  attended  monthly  Essex  County  and 
Association  of  Massachusetts  Assessors  meetings  and  also  attended  the 
annual  Assessors  meeting  in  Hyannis  at  the  Sheraton-Regal  Inn. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Counsel, 
Finance  Committee  and  all  officials  of  this  Town  for  their  fine 
cooperation  extended  to  us  during  1973.  We  also  wish  to  publicly 
express  our  appreciation  to  the  State  Bureaus  of  Local  Assessment  and 
Taxation  for  their  assistance  during  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  WHITTIER  VO-TECH 


The  year  1973  has  been  a  year  of  many  challenges  for  the  Whittier 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  District.  It  has  been  a  year 
of  excitement  for  the  staff  who  have  seen  a  new  concept  of  education 
being  born.  It  has  been  a  year  of  wonder,  concern  and  fulfillment  for 
most  of  the  student  body  who  chose  to  become  a  part  of  Whittier. 

The  first  part  of  1973  was  spent  at  our  Washington  Square  office  in 
finalizing  the  multitude  of  details  necessary  to  enter  the  new  building. 
We  were  hampered  by  the  fact  that  the  building,  which  was  expected  to 
be  turned  over  to  us  in  July,  was  not  turned  over  until  September  10th, 
and  then  only  for  a  limited  occupancy. 

The  teachers  reported  to  school  on  September  10th  for  their 
indoctrination  and  the  first  freshman  group  reported  on  September 
17th.  By  September  19th  a  full  enrollment  of  1600  was  reached.  These 
first  few  months  were  very  trying  because  much  of  the  building  was  not 
ready  for  occupancy  as  required  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 
The  staff  and  student  body  met  the  adverse  condition  as  a  challenge. 
Through  skillful  creativity  the  faculty  managed  to  make  the  best  of  the 
situation.  Most  of  the  students  accepted  the  conditions  and  remained  to 
pursue  the  educational  advantages  which  Whittier  can  afford  them. 

At  the  end  of  1973  all  areas  of  the  school  were  in  operation,  some  of 
the  equipment  is  still  inoperable  due  to  back  ordered  parts,  but  for  the 
most  part  the  physical  plant  is  working. 

A  bright  side  of  our  opening  was  that  we  started  with  a  full  athletic 
program  and  up  to  date  we  have  had  a  very  persevering  football  team 
winning  one  of  its  games,  a  cross  country  track  team  which  was  a  credit 
to  our  school,  a  hockey  team  which  is  showing  great  potential  and  a 
basketball  team  which  is  heading  toward  its  league  championship. 
Along  with  these  sports,  a  very  fine  group  of  cheerleaders  have  given 
much  of  themselves  to  create  a  sense  of  school  spirit  which  is  essential 
if  Whittier  is  to  achieve  its  goal  of  being  an  outstanding  competitor  in 
the  field  of  sports. 

A  useful  evening  program  has  been  initiated  which  will  assist  our 
adult  population  in  attaining  an  upgraded  status  in  their  world  of  work. 
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We  opened  our  doors  to  the  public  on  November  18th  and  I  feel  that 
at  that  time  a  great  number  of  our  district’s  population  saw  the  true 
potential  of  our  school. 

Whittier  Regional  is  experiencing  all  of  the  normal  problems  of  a 
new  school,  but  each  day  brings  us  closer  to  our  ultimate  goal  of 
providing  an  educational  system  which  gives  the  student  body  a  salable 
skill  as  well  as  a  relevant  academic  program. 

The  communities  which  make  up  our  district  are  to  be  thanked  and 
congratulated  for  their  interest  and  financial  cooperation  which  is 
necessary  if  their  youngsters  are  to  receive  the  kind  of  education  this 
school  was  planned  to  provide. 

The  Whittier  Regional  School  Committee  members  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  tireless  efforts  and  interest  in  making  this  school 
what  it  was  meant  to  be.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


At  the  Annual  Town  Election  in  March  1973,  Nancy  C.  MacGregor 
was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Richard  P.  Gallagher.  The 
board  promptly  organized  as  follows:  Raymond  P.  David,  Chairman, 
Nancy  C.  MacGregor,  Clerk,  and  Bernard  H.  Connor. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  February,  a  major  step  was  taken  to 
improve  the  town’s  water  supply  and  delivery,  by  a  vote  to  appropriate 
$320,000  for  the  necessary  equipment  and  construction.  The  second 
largest  appropriation  was  for  $204,555  which  was  voted  to  pay 
Merrimac’s  share  of  department  service,  and  operating  costs  of  the 
Whittier  Vocational  Technical  High  School  for  1973  and  1974.  The 
town  also  voted  to  transfer  $48,762.00  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds  to 
begin  the  work  on  the  Brox  Building. 

On  June  11,  1973,  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  cancelled  due  to  lack 
of  a  quorum  and  on  June  18  another  special  meeting  was  called  and  a 
quorum  attended.  At  this  meeting  the  town  took  action  on  17  articles. 
One  of  the  primary  articles  voted  was  the  transfer  of  the  town’s  refuse 
disposal  area  from  the  Board  of  Health  to  the  Highway  Department. 

On  October  8,  1973,  Raymond  P.  David  and  Bernard  H.  Connor 
resigned  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  necessitating  a  special  election 
which  was  held  on  October  9,  1973.  George  P.  Stevens  was  elected  to 
fill  Mr.  Connor’s  unexpired  term,  and  Frank  Drenth  to  complete  Mr. 
David’s  term. 

On  October  15,  1973,  a  special  town  meeting  was  held  and  the  town 
voted  to  establish  a  Building  Code  Committee,  and  voted  in  three 
Zoning  By-Law  changes. 

In  November  the  Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Health  met  with  a 
representative  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  to  discuss 
requirements  for  the  development  of  the  Merrimac  Refuse  Disposal 
Area.  It  was  agreed  that  the  town  would,  in  the  spring,  proceed  with  it’s 

plans  to  select  an  engineering  firm  to  do  the  survey  as  requested  by  the 
State. 

On  December  17,  1973,  the  board  voted  to  hold  an  additional  town 
meeting  on  January  21,  1974  to  allow  the  voters  to  move  the  annual 
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town  meeting  to  May.  The  hope  was  that  by  that  time  the  Assessors 
would  have  received  the  Cherry  Sheet  from  the  State  and  would  be  able 
to  give  the  voters  as  much  information  as  possible  before  new  budgets 
and  new  appropriations  had  to  be  voted  upon. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Selectmen  have  attended  meetings  with 
various  State  officials  to  review  the  problems  of  sewerage  treatment  and 
solid  waste  disposal.  At  the  same  time,  the  board  members  are  very 
much  aware  of  the  on-going  work  of  the  Merrimack  Valley  Planning 
Commission;  of  its  studies  and  plans  for  regional  solutions  for  these  and 
other  important  problems  of  the  Merrimack  Valley.  The  board 
recognizes  that  as  these  various  MVPC  plans  become  finalized,  they 
most  likely  will  represent  efficient  and  economic  solutions  for 
Merrimac,  and  the  towns  of  the  Valley,  and  will  require  serious 
consideration.  We  are  therefore,  with  regard  to  the  Refuse  Disposal 
Area,  proceeding  cautiously  to  fulfill  State  requirements  as  minimally 
and  economically  as  possible.  As  for  the  sewerage  treatment  plans,  we 
have  been  told  by  the  State  Water  Resource  Commission  to  maintain 
the  status  quo  until  we  receive  a  schedule  from  them  sometime  in  1974. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  appointed  and  elected  officials  for  their 
kindness  and  cooperation  during  the  unusual  situation  this  past  year  of 
an  essentially  totally  new  Board  of  Selectmen.  We  also  want  to  express 
our  thanks  to  all  the  citizens  of  the  town.

Zoning  By-Laws  by  deleting  Section  XV,  referring  to  stripping  of 
Topsoil,  and  substituting  therefore  the  following: 

“SECTION  XV,  EARTH  REMOVAL” 

A.  The  Conservation  Commission  shall  serve  as  advisors  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  in  matters  pertaining  to  earth  removal.  Earth  is 
defined  as  being  soil,  loam,  sand,  gravel  or  stone,  in  whole  or  in 
combination,  and  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  material. 

B.  No  person,  persons,  proprietorships,  partnerships,  or  corporations 
or  their  attorneys,  heirs  or  assigns  hereinafter  referrred  to  as 
person(s)  or  applicant(s)  shall  remove  material  from  land  not  in 
public  use  in  Merrimac  without  a  written  permit  issued  by  the 
Zoning  Appeals  Board,  hereinafter  called  the  Board,  after  a  public 
hearing.  If  such  permit  is  granted,  it  shall  be  non-transferable  and 
non-assignable. 
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This  zoning  law  shall  not  prohibit  the  removal  of  such  material  as 
may  be  excavated  solely  for  the  purpose  of  construction  of 
foundations  for  buildings  and  other  allowable  structures  for  which 
plans  showing  the  limits  of  subsurface  construction  and  excavation 
have  been  filed  and  building  permits  have  been  issued,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  ways,  utilities,  services  or  other  engineering 
works  in  accordance  with  lines  and  grades*  shown  on  plans 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  Town  officials  and  Boards  having 
jurisdiction.  This  law  shall  not  apply  to  the  transference  of  material 
from  one  part  of  a  duly  registered  lot,  tract  or  parcel  of  land  if  the 
excavated  area  is  less  than  10,000  square  feet.  This  law  shall  apply 
to  the  removal  of  material  in  connection  with  the  future  issuance 
of  a  building  permit  or  where  any  amount  of  material  in  excess  of 
that  required  soley  for  foundations  and  utility  work,  as  defined  on 
duly  filed  plans,  will  be  removed  concurrent  with  construction  or 
at  a  later  date  from  the  Town. 

C.  The  Board  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  prior  to  the  issuance  of  a 
permit.  Before  the  public  hearing,  the  applicant  shall  file  with  the 
Board  an  application  for  permit,  and  a  reproducible  plan  or  plans, 
drawn  on  linen,  such  application  and  plan(s)  including  at  least  the 
following  information  which  shall  be  a  matter  of  public  record  and 
be  available  at  the  public  hearing  for  such  permit: 

1.  The  legal  name  and  address  of  the  applicant  (owner)  of  the 
property  involved.  Corporations  or  partnerships  shall  file  with 
the  Board  a  list  of  their  officers  and  designate  their  authority 
to  sign  legal  documents. 

2.  All  boundaries  of  property  where  material  is  to  be  removed 
with  the  boundaries  of  removal  areas  shown  in  detail. 

3 .  All  buildings  on  and  within  600  feet  of  said  property  including 
buildings  across  private  or  public  ways. 

4.  All  internal  roads  and  roads  within  100  feet  of  said  property 
with  their  elevations  and  established  grades. 

5.  All  waterways,  brooks,  swamps,  and  other  water  bodies  on  or 
within  100  feet  of  said  property  with  their  elevations, 
boundaries  and  presently  defined  courses. 
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6.  The  height  of  the  water  table  at  its  highest  springtime 
elevation. 

7.  Contour  lines  for  the  entire  property  at  five  foot  intervals 
showing  existing  surface  elevations  and  proposed  elevations  for 
the  excavated  earth  prior  to  reloaming  at  the  completion  of 
operations. 

8.  Any  and  all  easements,  existing  and  proposed,  public  or 
private. 

9.  Any  and  all  established  bench  marks  on  or  within  100  feet  of 
said  property. 

10.  All  land  to  be  operated  on,  divided  into  square  grids  400  feet 
on  each  side  unless  the  property  involved  is  less  than  such  grid 
area  and  in  such  case,  the  grid  shall  constitute  the  lesser  area. 

11.  A  listing  of  routes  within  the  town  to  be  used  by  all  vehicles 
that  will  be  directly  involved  with  proposed  earth  removal 
operations. 

The  above  mentioned  plan  shall  be  drawn  by  a  registered  land 
surveyor,  licensed  to  practice  in  Massachusetts,  to  a  scale  of  1  inch 
equals  40  feet  for  areas  up  to  20  acres,  and  a  scale  of  1  inch  equals 
80  feet  for  larger  areas.  In  addition,  a  plan  shall  be  provided  which 
will  show  the  relationship  of  said  property  to  easily  identifiable 
landmarks.  The  Board  after  study  may  make  such  corrections  and 
revisions  in  conjunction  with  the  applicant  prior  to  the  public 
hearing  as  it  deems  advisable  in  the  public  interest.  Notice  of  the 
public  hearing  shall  be  given  to  abutters  as  they  appear  on  the  most 
recent  tax  list,  to  the  Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  the  Conservation 
Commission,  and  to  such  other  persons  or  Town  Boards  as  the 
Board  shall  prescribe,  including  owners  of  property  within  600  feet 
of  property  of  the  applicant  including  those  located  across  public 
and  private  ways.  All  such  notices  shall  be  sent  via  certified  mail 
with  return  receipt  requested,  and  the  notice  shall  be  posted  and/or 
advertised  in  a  newspaper  with  general  circulation  in  Merrimac  in 
accordance  with  prescribed  laws.  At  the  hearing,  any  party  whether 
entitled  to  notice  thereof  or  not  may  appear  in  person.  The  Board 
shall  issue  appropriate  regulations  for  conducting  such  meetings. 
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The  Chairman  may  administer  oaths.  The  applicant  shall  pay  a  $25 
filing  fee  and  pay  such  expenses  for  consultants  or  other  services  as 
the  Board  may  require  in  connection  with  the  petition.  This  filing 
fee  to  be  used  in  defraying  costs  in  connection  with  the  permit  and 
its  subsequent  regulation,  of  which  $15  is  refundable  if  the  petition 
is  not  granted.  The  Board  may  require  the  assistance  of  any  other 
Town  Board,  officer  or  employee  in  carrying  out  its  functions 
under  this  By-Law  and  require  the  applicant  to  bear  the  costs 
involved.  In  issuing  the  permit,  the  Board  may  impose  various 
specifications  and  restrictions  as  later  set  forth,  for  the  adequate 
protection  of  the  neighborhood  and  the  Town.  Any  conditions 
imposed  by  the  Board  shall  be  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  the 
permit.  A  copy  of  the  permit  shall  be  sent  to  the  Selectmen, 
Planning  Board,  and  the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  permit 
and  the  plans  shall  be  a  public  record. 

D.  The  Board  shall  consider  among  other  things  the  following:  method 
of  removal,  days  and  time  of  working,  type  of  machinery  to  be 
used,  limitation  of  area  for  excavation,  clearance  of  brush, 
elimination  of  dust,  soil  erosion,  watershed  areas,  water  table 
protection,  drainage,  placing  and  size  of  culverts,  contour  grading 
and  conditioning  of  the  land  after  operations  are  completed,  routes 
of  travel,  planting  of  area  to  suitable  cover,  disposition  of  top  soil 
and  re-establishing  of  ground  levels  and  grades. 

In  case  of  soil  or  loam  removal,  the  recommendations  of  the 
appropriate  Soil  District  Supervisor  and  the  County  Extention 
Director  or  Agent  and  their  successors  shall  be  considered  except 
where  the  removal  of  the  soil  or  loam  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
necessarily  incidental  to  and  in  connection  with  the  construction  of 
a  road  or  other  facility  involving  a  permanent  change  in  the  use  of 
the  land. 

E.  In  approving  any  plan  for  the  removal  of  material,  the  Board  shall 
consider  a  written  report  by  the  Conservation  Commission  whether 
the  land  is  suitable  for  the  removal  of  said  material;  and  whether 
the  operation  will  be  injurious,  noxious,  or  offensive  to  a 
neighborhood  for  the  reason  of  odor,  fumes,  dust,  smoke,  vibration 
or  noise  or  other  cause.  The  Board  shall  consider  whether  steps 
shall  be  taken  so  as  not  to  hinder  or  endanger  traffic  on  public  or 
private  ways,  and  may  require  at  its  discretion  that  police  control 
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of  traffic  be  provided  by  the  applicant  at  his  expense.  The 
applicant  shall  provide  the  Town  Counsel  a  certificate  of  insurance 
containing  public  liability  and  property  damage  insurance  with 
standard  municipal  ‘holdharmless’  agreement.  The  amount  of 
insurance  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  and  said  certificate 
after  approval  by  Town  Counsel  is  to  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 
Operations  shall  not  begin  until  said  insurance  is  approved. 

The  Board  shall  also  require  “security”  in  the  forms  of  a  proper 
non-cancellable  bond,  or  deposits  of  money  or  negotiable  securities 
on  a  scale  of  no  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  acre,  the  exact 
amount  to  be  set  by  the  Board.  If  a  permit  is  granted  by  the  Board, 
such  “security”  will  be  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
approved  by  the  Town  Counsel  prior  to  the  applicant  commencing 
operations.  Said  “security”  shall  be  held  by  the  Town  until  all  of 
the  specifications  have  been  complied  with. 

Bond  issued  for  “security”  shall  specify  restrictions  and  regulations 
as  contained  in  the  permit. 

Upon  granting  of  any  permit,  the  applicant  shall  agree  that  free 
access  to  areas  of  operation  shall  be  granted  to  any  Board  member 
or  Conservation  Commission  member  during  normal  hours  of 
operation  after  a  reasonable  period  of  notification,  not  to  exceed  3 
days.  Upon  granting  of  any  permit,  the  following  minimum 
specifications  and  requirements  shall  be  imposed  and  be  affixed  to 
all  permits: 

1.  Trees,  which  are  to  be  removed,  shall  be  cleared  (not 
bulldozed). 

2.  All  cleared  trees,  brush  and  stumps  shall  be  chipped  or 
removed  from  the  site.  Wood  chips  may  be  place  on  finished 
grade. 

3.  All  loam  and  soil  must  be  bulldozed  into  piles  for  future 
spreading.  No  loam  or  soil  may  be  removed  from  the  property 
unless  previously  provided  for  in  these  by-laws. 

4.  Material  other  than  loam  or  soil  may  be  removed  relative  to 
contours  as  specified  by  the  Board  and  as  shown  on  the 
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original  plan  or  an  amended  plan  submitted  by  the  applicant 
and  approved  by  the  Board.  In  material  removal  areas,  ledge 
shall  not  be  left  exposed  above  the  approved  grade  and 
boulders  shall  be  removed  or  buried  at  least  such  that  their 
tops  are  six  feet  below  the  approved  grade.  In  the  event  that 
ledge  is  encountered  prior  to  reaching  the  approved  grade  a 
revision  of  the  approved  grade  plan  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  within  30  days  and  no  work  affecting  the  proposed 
revision  shall  be  done  until  the  Board  gives  approval. 

5.  After  the  material  has  been  removed  from  the  grid  (400  ft.  x 
400  ft.)  and  before  proceeding  to  the  next  grid,  the  excavation 
shall  be  graded  to  the  approved  grade,  prior  to,  or  concurrent 
with  operations  on  the  next  grid,  all  loam  and  soil  shall  be 
respread  over  the  entire  excavation,  except  in  such  areas  as  are 
required  for  egress  in  subsequent  operations;  and  this  shall  be 
limited  to  30  foot  wide  roadways  and  100  foot  wide 
turn-arounds.  All  banks  prior  to  and  resulting  from  operations 
shall  be  graded  to  a  slope  no  steeper  than  two  feet  horizontal 
to  one  foot  vertical.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  finished 
grade  be  less  than  six  feet  above  the  highest  springtime  water 
table.  After  all  operations  are  completed,  areas  used  for  egress 
shall  be  brought  to  grade  and  finished  in  accordance  with 
regulations  pertaining  to  other  areas  as  specified  in  these 
by-laws. 

6.  All  timbers,  structures  and  the  like,  which  are  not  part  of  the 
finished  plan,  shall  be  removed  as  the  operation  is  terminated. 

7.  Rye  grass  shall  be  seeded  on  this  reloamed  area  at  a  minimum 
rate  of  200  pounds  per  acre.  Other  ground  covers  acceptable  to 
the  Board  may  be  substituted. 

8.  Upon  completion  and  approval  by  the  Board  of  each  400’  x 
400’  grid,  the  “security”  may  be  advanced  to  the  next  grid. 

9.  The  Board  shall  reserve  the  right  to  limit  the  days  and  hours  of 
operation  and  shall  require  anti-dust  treatment  in  those  areas 
that  in  the  Board’s  opinion  require  such  treatment. 

10.  Material  shall  not  be  excavated  at  any  time  to  a  level  that  will 
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produce  standing  water,  and  drainage  of  surface  water  shall  be 
maintained. 

11.  Backfilling  shall  be  accomplished  to  the  completed  grades 
specified  in  the  original  petition  and  shall  be  accomplished 
with  suitable  material  as  approved  by  the  Board.  Such 
backfilling  to  be  covered  by  a  minimum  of  six  inches  of  loam 
and  rehabilitated  in  a  manner  previously  prescribed. 

12.  As  minimum  requirement  said  permits  shall  require  that  the 
following  buffer  areas  be  left  in  their  natural  state  on  the 
applicant’s  property  during  the  life  of  the  permit: 

a.  300  feet  of  any  street  line 

b.  200  feet  of  any  other  boundary  line 

c.  600  feet  of  any  occupied  dwelling 

13.  At  the  applicant’s  expense,  the  Board  shall  require  that 
property  markers  be  set  to  determine  the  total  extent  of  the 
owner’s  property  to  be  involved  in  operations,  and  that  each 
grid  (400  feet  x  400  feet)  of  land  or  less  than  a  grid  in  the  case 
of  a  complete  parcel,  being  operated  shall  also  be  so  marked. 
Furthermore  the  level  of  water  table  as  previously  described 
herein  shall  be  referenced  to  suitable  bench  marks  on  said 
parcels  at  convenient  locations  and  in  such  a  manner  to  allow 
for  measurement  by  the  Conservation  Commission  or  other 
agencies  as  they  believe  are  necessary  to  insure  compliance 
with  the  by-laws. 

14.  All  provisions  of  the  Hatch  Act  and  the  Inland  Wetlands  Act 
shall  be  observed. 

The  Board  may  also  affix  any  additional  specifications  and 
restrictions  as  are  considered  necessary. 

F.  No  permit  or  renewal  of  permit  issued  hereafter  shall  be  valid  for 
more  than  one  year  from  its  date  of  issue.  Existing  permits  shall  be 
valid  until  their  dates  of  expiration.  Renewal  of  a  permit  shall  be 
applied  for  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  a  permit. 
Prior  to  the  renewal  of  a  permit,  to  which  mandatory  specifications 
and  restrictions  shall  be  affixed  and  additional  ones  may  be  affixed, 
the  Board  will  hold  a  public  hearing. 

Before  the  public  hearing,  the  Board  shall  require  The  Conservation 
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Commission  to  submit  in  writing  to  the  Board,  a  statement  of 
compliance  or  non-compliance  with  the  restrictions  and 
specifications  as  set  forth  in  the  permit.  If  the  statement  reports 
non-compliance,  the  violations  shall  be  indicated. 

G.  When  the  statement  of  the  Conservation  Commission  indicates 
non-compliance  with  the  restrictions  and  specifications  as  set  forth 
in  the  permit,  the  Board  shall  cause  a  certified  letter,  return  receipt 
requested,  to  be  written  to  the  applicant.  This  letter  shall  (a) 
indicate  the  violations,  (b)  advise  the  applicant  that  he  shall  have 
30  days  from  the  date  of  the  letter  to  comply  with  the  zoning  laws, 
and  (c)  advise  him  that  the  permit  will  not  be  renewed  unless  he 
complies  with  the  restrictions  and  specifications.  The  decision  of 
the  Board  on  renewal  of  the  permit  shall  be  postponed  until 
another  written  report  by  the  Conservation  Commission  is  made 
regarding  compliance. 

In  the  event  that  the  Board  denied  the  renewal  of  the  permit  for 
reasons  of  non-compliance  the  Board  shall  within  one  day  advise 
the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Selectmen  of  their  decision  and 
recommend  the  forfeiture  of  bond,  deposits  of  money  or 
negotiable  securities  as  referrred  to  in  the  permit  issued  to  the 
applicant.” 

;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  (NOT  VOTED) 

And  you  are  hereby  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
attested  copies  thereof  in  three  (3)  public  places  in  said  town  of 
Merrimac,  at  least  seven  (7)  days  before  said  time  of  meeting.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  defray  the 
cost  of  assigning  numbers  to  existing  houses  and  house  lots  on  certain 
streets  within  the  town,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  (Voted) 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  Government 
Committee  authorized  at  the  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting,  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto.

programing  for  the  elderly. 

Said  Council  on  Ageing  shall  give  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  with  a  copy  of  that  report  directed  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  Office  of  Elderly  Affairs;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto.

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Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Sewage  Treatment  Committee  consisting  of 
three  individuals  whose  duty  shall  be  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  a 
sewage  treatment  facility  and  to  advise  the  Town  on  various  matters 
relating  to  the  creation  of  a  sewage  treatment  system  and  to  authorize 
said  committee  to  apply  for,  receive,  and  expend  any  financial 
assistance  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  purpose  of  the  committee;  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate, 
or  transfer  from  available  funds,  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the 
Beautification  Committee  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  road  side 
gardens;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  1.  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  acquire  for  park  purposes  by  purchase,  eminent 
domain,  gift,  or  partly  by  purchase  and  partly  by  gift,  the  fee,  or  any 
lesser  interest  in,  the  land  and  buildings  in  Merrimac  Square  known  as 
the  Mobil  Gas  Station  property,  said  property  being  more  particularly 
bounded  and  described  in  transfer  certificate  of  title  No.  10440,  Essex 
South  District  Registry  of  Deeds,  Registered  Land  Section;  2.  To  raise 
and  appropriate,  or  transfer  from  available  funds,  a  sum  of  money  to 
defray  the  purchase  price  and  other  costs  of  this  acquisition;  3.  To 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Beautification  Committee  and 
Conservation  Committee  to  apply  for  and  receive  any  State,  Federal  or 
other  assistance  which  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with 
the  foregoing;  4.  To  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Conservation 
Committee  and  Town  Beautification  Committee  to  do  anything  which 
may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  foregoing;  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  General 
Court  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  LXXXIX  of  the 
amendments  to  the  State  Constitution  for  a  special  law  substantially  in 
the  following  form  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto;  “For 
the  purposes  of  the  fifth  sentence  of  section  7  of  Chapter  150E  as 
inserted  by  Chapter  1078  of  the  Acts  of  1973,  the  provisions  of  Section 
34  of  Chapter  71  shall  be  deemed  to  be  not  operative  in  the  Town  of 
Merrimac.” 

ARTICLE  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  II, 
Section  I  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Town  to  change  the  words  “fifteenth

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  1.  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  or  transfer  from  available  funds,  including  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds,  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Brox  Building 
Renovation  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  repairing,  remodeling  and 
renovating  the  Brox  Building.  2.  That  said  repairing,  remodeling  and 
renovating  include  the  following; 

(a)  Repair  of  Roof 

(b)  Sprinkler  system 

(c)  Any  other  repair,  remodeling  or  renovation  deemed  necessary 
or  desirable  in  the  opinion  of  the  Brox  Renovation  Committee 

to  enable  the  Fire  Department  to  move  into  the  Brox  Building. 

(d)  Any  other  repair,  remodeling  or  renovation  deemed  necessary 
or  convenient  in  the  opinion  of  the  Brox  Building  Renovation 
Committee. 

3.  That  the  Brox  Renovation  Committee  be  authorized  to  enter  into 
any  contracts  or  do  anything  which  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  in 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  article;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to:  1.  Acquire  by 
purchase,  eminent  domain  or  otherwise,  for  cemetery  purposes,  a 
certain  parcel  of  land  containing  28  acres,  more  or  less,  located  on  the 
Cemetery  Road,  Locust  Street  and  River  Road  and  being  more 
particularly  bounded  and  described  in  book  6018,  Page  326;  2.  To  raise 
and  appropriate,  or  transfer  from  available  funds,  a  sum  ol  money  to 
defray  the  purchase  price,  surveying  expenses  and  other  costs  ot  this 
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acquisition;  3.  Authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Cemetery 
Trustees  to  do  anything  which  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in 
connection  with  the  foregoing;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  used  with  funds  appropriated  under  Article  28  of 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  February  26,  1973  for  the  construction  of  a 
storage  standpipe,  control  chamber  and  accessory  work;  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto.

To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

The  Merrimac  School  Committee  submits  this  report  for  the  year 
1973.  For  the  educational  program  in  Grades  7-12  please  turn  to  the 
Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee  report.  For  vocational  activities 
in  the  Whittier  Regional  Vocational-Technical  School,  of  which  this 
town  is  a  member,  please  turn  to  the  Whittier  report. 

Although  it  is  sometimes  suggested  that  we  gloss  over  the  costs 
involved  in  educating  our  children,  we  submit  that  there  is  no  intent  on 
our  part  to  do  so.  We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  financial  efforts  exerted 
on  behalf  of  your  and  our  children.  The  wishes  of  the  majority  of 
citizens  in  the  community  and  legislation  affecting  children  dictate  the 
expenditures  that  this  Committee  budgets  for. 


Reimbursements  for  School  Purposes 


At  this  date  we  are  unable  to  present  to  you  the  amounts  received 
from  the  Commonwealth  as  reimbursements  for  school  purposes.  These 
amounts  have  fortunately  been  increasing  in  recent  years  and  will 
hopefully  continue  in  terms  of  percentage  of  dollars  expended.  These 
sums  are  available  because  the  State  has  preempted  certain  tax 
resources  on  a  statewide  basis  to  provide  for  some  correction  in  the 
equality  of  support  for  education. 

Although  we  cannot  certify  that  any  of  these  sums  were  received  by 
the  Town,  these  amounts  were  indicated  on  the  “cherry  sheet”  to  be 
used  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  determining  the  1972  and  1973  tax

Curriculum  Change 


The  only  significant  change  in  curriculum  was  the  introduction  of  a 
formal  program  in  diagnosis  and  remediation  of  specific  learning 
disabilities,  especially  in  reading.  Although  reading  has  always  received 
much  attention,  new  findings  in  the  field  of  reading  will  reach  another 
segment  of  students  who  were  not  properly  served.  This  instruction  is 
mandated  by  law.  It  will,  however,  receive  more  intensive  treatment 
henceforth  because  we  know  more  about  these  dysfunctions  and  the 
diagnosis  and  remediation  thereof.  It  is  also  a  vital  segment  of  Chapter 
766  (Acts  of  1972)  which  will  go  into  effect  on  September  1,  1974. 
For  additional  information  on  this  new  law,  interested  citizens  are 
referred  to  last  year’s  annual  report  and  a  summary  of  the  main  features 
of  the  law  in  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  District  report  for  1973.

Annual  Report,  1973 

To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens 
of  Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West  Newbury: 

This  Committee  submits  this  report  on  its  management  of  your 
schools  during  the  1973  Calendar  Year.  In  addition  to  the  narrative 
portion  of  the  report,  financial  and  other  aspects  of  the  school  follow 
this  brief  presentation.  Each  year  we  review  with  you  briefly  some  of 
the  significant  developments  in  education,  legislation  or  management. 
We  are  following  the  same  procedures  this  year. 

In  the  1972  report  to  the  Towns  we  reviewed  with  you  the  types  of 
decisions  that  the  School  Committee  faces  and  their  consequences.  We 
reviewed  the  decision-making  processes  and  how  it  affects  the  operation 
of  the  schools,  and  other  critical  concerns.  We  will  not  repeat  those 
concerns  here  except  to  report  that  the  building  maintenance  report  of 
a  year  ago  indicated  a  roof  problem  at  the  junior  high  school.  This  is  to 
report  that  a  legal  settlement  was  reached  and  accepted  -  the  District 
accepted  a  $70,000.00  settlement. 

Relocation  of  Central  Administration  Offices 

Effective  September  1,  1973  the  administrative  offices  for  the 
Regional  School  District  and  the  School  Superintendency  Union  were 
moved  to  the  John  C.  Page  School  in  West  Newbury.  The  move  was 
necessitated  by  the  cramped  administrative  quarters  at  the  Senior  High 
School  Building.  Ample  space  is  now  available  for  the  central  office 
personnel  to  provide  more  efficient  services  to  all  interested  parties. 

Curriculum  Changes 

In  our  rapidly  changing  society  in  which  all  aspects  of  our  culture 
are  undergoing  criticism  and  change,  we  find  the  same  observations 
applied  to  on-going  educational  program.  On-going  curriculum 
examinations  have  always  been  part  of  the  desires  of  committees  and 
citizens.  Pentucket  has  shared  these  improvements  with  its  pupils  and 
continues  to  do  so.  Many  of  the  changes  are  improvements  in  contents 
and/or  process  and  do  not  generate  too  much  notice.  Others  are  much 
more  visible  and  we  would  like  to  single  them  out  for  you.  During  1973 
a  work-study  program  was  initiated  to  combine  the  world  of  work  with 
the  academic  program.  This  program  holds  much  promise  if  cooperate 
needs  can  be  determined  and  shared. 
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Another  significant  change  at  the  Regional  School  level  was  the 
introduction  of  instruction  for  those  pupils  with  relatively  severe 
handicaps  in  reading,  now  called  Specific  Learning  Disabilities. 
Although  concerted  efforts  have  been  made  in  schools  for  many  years 
to  overcome  these  handicaps,  additional  knowledge  in  the  diagnosis  and 
remediation  of  these  handicaps  raises  new  hopes  to  improve  the  reading 
levels  of  these  children,  children  who  have  normal  ability  but  have  a 
limiting  dysfunction. 

Both  of  these  changes  and  more  are  mandated  in  the  implementation 
of  Chapter  766  which  goes  into  effect  September  1,  1974.  Although 
many  of  you  have  read  and  heard  much  of  the  impact  of  this 
legislation,  its  significance  and  impact  is  such  that  this  Committee  will 
devote  the  balance  of  this  report  to  the  new  law. 

Special  Education 

You  may  have  noticed  a  significant  change  in  this  year’s  budget  in 
comparison  to  previous  budgets  with  the  inclusion  of  a  section 
specifically  detailing  the  impact  of  Chapter  766  (Acts  of  1972)  dealing 
with  children  with  special  needs.  Because  of  the  complexity  and  the 
ramifications  of  this  legislation,  we  are  attaching  a  very  brief 
summarization  of  the  legislation  on  the  following  pages.  This  brief 
presentation  is  inadequate  for  a  complete  understanding  of  the  impact 
of  Chapter  766.  For  those  who  may  want  or  need  further  clarification, 
materials  to  this  effect  will  be  found  at  the  Central  Administration 
Office. 


Special  Education  —  A  New  Program 

In  spite  of  the  concern  expressed  oftentimes  by  individuals  as  to  the 
validity  of  including  these  services  in  the  school  budget,  until  the  laws 
pertaining  to  these  services  are  repealed,  this  Committee  is  compelled  to 
include  them.  Critics  should  keep  in  mind  (1)  that  the  Schools  did  not 
ask  for  this  inclusion  and  (2)  that  the  legislature  placed  these  services 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  schools  because  it  believed  no  other 
public,  or  private,  agency  could  provide  the  needed  services  as 
reasonably  and  efficiently. 

Reports  to  the  legislators  held  that  in  spite  of  the  best  intentions, 
and  some  remarkable  courage  and  wisdom  in  the  past,  statewide  studies 
showed  that  the  handicapped  in  Massachusetts  continued  to  be 
neglected  and  near-forgotten  as  a  group.  Although  the  lot  of  the 
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handicapped  was  improving  very  slowly  and  painfully,  it  was  not 
considered  adequate  by  those  who  looked  at  it  closely.  For  instance, 
institutionalization  of  special  children,  long  an  established  policy,  was 
considered  less  than  a  success.  The  present  legislation  aims  at  the 
prospect  of  each  individual  living  at  home,  or  in  a  desired  placement. 

Important  Definition  Under  This  Legislation 

“School  age  child”,  any  person  of  ages  three  through  twenty-one 
who  has  not  attained  a  high  school  diploma  or  its  equivalent 

“School  age  child  with  special  needs”,  a  school  age  child  who, 
because  of  temporary  or  more  permanent  adjustment  difficulties  or 
attributes  arising  from  intellectual,  sensory,  emotional,  or  physical 
factors,  cerebral  dysfunctions,  perceptual  factors,  or  other  specific 
learning  disabilities  or  any  combination  thereof,  is  unable  to  progress 
effectively  in  a  regular  school  program  and  requires  special  classes, 
instruction  periods,  or  other  special  education  services  in  order  to 
successfully  develop  his  individual  educational  potential.  May  include 
family  guidance  or  counseling  services.  When  the  suggested  course  of 
study  is  other  than  regular  education  those  persons  assessing  said  child 
shall  present  a  method  of  monitoring  the  benefits  of  such  special 
education  and  conditions  that  would  indicate  that  the  child  should 
return  to  regular  classes,  and  a  comparison  of  expected  outcomes  in 
regular  class  placement. 

If  a  child  with  special  needs  requires  medical  or  psychological 
treatment  as  part  of  a  special  education  program  provided  pursuant  to 
this  section,  or  if  his  parent  or  guardian  requires  social  services  related 
to  the  child’s  special  needs,  such  treatment  or  services,  or  both,  shall  be 
made  available,  in  accordance  with  regulations  promulgated  jointly  by 
the  departments  of  education,  mental  health,  public  health  and  public 
welfare  in  connection  with  the  child’s  special  education  program. 

Additional  Planning 

As  evident  in  the  above  paragraphs  much  effort  is  being  given  to 
making  your  schools  the  kind  of  schools  that  the  community  wants. 
There  are  other  items  of  concern  to  all  of  you  that  the  Committee  is 
working  on.  Since  these  are  in  study  form  they  will  be  mentioned  only. 
The  three  large  areas  of  concern  are:  curriculum  and  scheduling 
changes,  long-range  plans  for  athletic  facilities,  and  long-range  grounds 
and  building  facilities. 
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And  finally,  we  are  not  insensitive  to  the  critics  of  our  programs. 
Because  we  place  a  high  value  on  our  youth,  we  support  the  level  of 
services  that  the  community,  directly  or  indirectly  demands.

PLEASE  HELP  MERRIMAC  BUY  A  RAILROAD  FOR  YOUR  CHILDREN*  S  CHILDREN 


What  does  Merrimac  want  with  a  railroad? 


Actually,  the  potential  purchase  concerns  the  railroad  right-of-way, 
the  land  on  which  the  railroad  ran.  The  Boston  and  Maine  railroad 
has  abandoned  the  right-of-way.  Since  they  are  now  in  bankruptcy 
they  are  anxious  to  sellthe  land  as  soon  as  possible. 

Where  is  the  land? 

The  railroad  line  ran  from  just  North  of  the  square  of  Merrimac 
North  to  Newton,  New  Hampshire.  The  exact  location  is  shown  on  the 
map  on  the  other  side  of  this  sheet. 

0,K,  Why  would  Merrimac  want  this  right-of-way? 

The  Merrimac  Conservation  Commission  strongly  believes  that  the  town 
should  purchase  this  land  for  conservation  and  recreation.  The  right- 
of-way  could  form  the  basis  of  an  excellent  trail  system.  Hopefully, 
it  could  connect  the  Stevens  pond  area  (which  is  a  future  conservation 
project)  with  the  Town  Forest  and  with  Newton,  New  Hampshire.  Please 
refer  to  the  map  on  the  reverse  side.  This  right-of-way  is  now  used 
for  recreation  use  by  hikers,  hunters,  horseback  riders,  snowmobilers , 
skiers,  and  others. 

If  it  is  used  now,  why  should  we  bother  to  buy  it? 

The  Boston  and  Maine  is  eager  to  sell  the  land.  They  are  now  in 
receivership  and  must  convert  their  assets  to  cash  to  pay  off  their 
creditors. 

Yes,  but  who  else  would  want  to  buy  it?  The  land  cannot  have  much  value. 

On  the  contrary,  the  land  could  have  great  value  if  it  were  converted 
into  a  road.  This  land  runs  right  through  the  middle  of  town,  it 
forms  a  backbone.  A  road  on  the  right-of-way  would  open  up  to  development 
cf  a  huge  section  of  land. 

Is  this  a  real  possibility? 

We  know  that  at  least  two  developers  have  written  to  the  Boston  and  Maine 
expressing  interest  in  buying  the  right-of-way.  We  can  expect  opposition 
from  them. 

With  all  the  other  things  we  must  spend  for  this  year,  can’t  we  put 
this  off  until  next  year? 

This  is  the  only  opportunity  we  have  to  buy  this  land.  The  Boston  and 
Maine  agreed  that  they  would  not  request  bids  on  this  land  until  after 
the  town  meeting  this  year.  If  we  do  not  agree  to  buy  it  now  the 
right-of-way  will  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder.
